and the Abſent not pruing their voices, are not bound, Of this ſort are Eccleſi- 
aftical Aſſemblies ;, and be the Council as Populous as it will,the abſent Churches 
are not bound,tf the tnink fit nut to receive it. This bath al ways been uſed in An- 
tient Times, that the Councils being ended, the Decrees ſhould be ſent to bs con- 
firmed to the Churches that were abſent, in which othermiſe they have had 0 
force ;, which every one that readeth Hillarius, Athanaſius, I heodoretus, and 
Victorinus, who þandle this pn; may fee plaiily. And 1t happened 
ſometimes that ſome part of the Cannons were recerved by ſome Church, and 
fome left ont, as every one thought fit for their Nec«ſities, Manners, and Vjts, 
And St . Gregory him [elf doth witneſs, that the Church of Rome arid nor re- 
wve the Cannons of the Second Conncil of Conif antinople, vor of the Firſt of 
Ephic ſus. This I ſuppoſe the Learned Rrciurd Richaraſun (to whoſe In- 
gedients, ſufficiently Papsſtical, the Pen-manr hath referred, of which more 
anon) knows to be true, and is now cite! on this occaſion, that the Impar- 
tial Reader may conſider, Whether in tie moſt charitable Conſtruction of 
G.F. or his Party's Actions, under the Form of Government contended for, 
they have not (notwithſtancing the Pen-mans Dcteſtetion of Popery) gone 
ene large ſtep in point of 1»po/1rron,beyond what is allowed by the Doctrine 
of ſme owning the Cc of Rome to be the Apoſtoiick See.

Now come to take a little further notice of the aforeſaid Treatiſe, 

Entituled, The Accuſer, &c. It contains 227 Pages, in Oftav, be- 

ſides a ſhort Advertiſement, a brief Introdultion, and the Contents: 

The Title of the Contents of the ſaid Book runs thus ; The Contents 

of the enſuing Treatiſe, under the Title Diſ-affeftion : And yet in theCm- 

rents, the Pen-man CGirects the Reader to ſundry pages, ( Viz, 195.196. 

258. 259. ) wherein he hari collected divers of my words, and then at- 

knowled get!) thiumts be Coiceſſions to tne Truth ; On which Conceſſons, p, 72, 

he thus coments ; So rh.zt the Light ſometimes interpoſeth. If his owl 

words may be taken, to ſhew the meaning of his Mind, then he is dia 

fected with my very Conceſſion to Truth, which hath been intzrpoſd 
from the Light it ſelf. 

From p.:ce 1.to 195. he pretends to ſhew himſelf diſ-affteted with 56, 
Pallages in my Book. 

The fir}, is the Title, which the Pen-man jucl.z28 to be falſe and ſcands- 
lous. As to that, | ſhall only ſay, ?tis very prob4bie, the heat of his Paſſion 
vas alittle abated, in not adding, that'tis noto:i vly Bilaſpnemons : For 
io Critopner Taylor, ina Printed Epiltle (wiic't ia probability was wr 
prove 


Chriſtian-Quaker, exc. _—_ 
proved by the Seconad-days Aﬀeeting)) hath rendred the Title tobe. *Tis 
well if ChriSFopher Taylor and the Approvers of his Epiſtle, do not place the 
Blaſphemy to conſiſt in this part of the Tzrle, Viz. George Fox one, at lealt 
( if not the chief ) reputed Author thereof, Detetted. If they ſhould, they 
may prove the worſt Enemies to GC. F, that ever hc had. 

In divers parts of the Accuſer, &c. The Pen-man pretends to cite fone 
of my words, ſpoken with reſpect to my own knowledpe of weak Doctrines 
and evil Practites ; and then undertakes ( in a general way ) to teſtific,that 
Tis falſe. I ſhall, for brevity fake, cite only one Inſtance of this kind, and 
kave the reſt to the Readers own obſervation. The Pen-man takes no- 
tice, that ( in the Firlt Part of the Ch:r5tiom Quiahers pag. 18.) I intimate, 
asifthis Doctrine had been publiſht among;t us; That we onobr to ſhut 
out the reaſunins, the Wiſdom, and the Fealonfic , and that withunr diftiniti= 
on, This he ith ( pag. 8.) 15 falte, and calls it ſcandalous; which in the 
riew of every ingenious and impartial Reader, muſt render the Pen-man 
ſuch a ſort of Perſon as ( in his own ſenſe) is capable to prove any fort of 
Negatives whatſoever. For though I made mention of ſuch an Exhortati- 
on to have been publiſh't, as aforciaid ; yet I did not mention either Time, 
Place, or Perſon ; and yet the Pen-man undertakes to ſignihe, that "tis falſe, 
ad an horrid Abuſe. Had he not confidence, that his Trcetiſe might 
come to the view of a ſort of Qu2kers, tinged with a deeper dye of Izno- 
rance than that which is eſteemed the Mother of Devotion, methinks he 
fould not have attempted to have publiſh't a Treatiſe ſo void of ſound Ar- 
gument ; but that which renders his ſo doing the more obnoxious to the 
Cenfure of Ingenious and Impartial Readers, 1s what he faith unto me; 
jp. 36. on this wiſe. 1f thou pretendeſt ro make Auſwcer let it be Argument a- 
tre; which ſhews he underſtands himſelf to he a Man of Argumet. If his 
neaning thereof he in a Scholaſtick ſence, IT ſhall leave it to the Scholaſtick 
Rader,to judge of his Ability therein from his Work, being not willing to 
merpoſe my own ſenſe on that Scholaſtick tearm : but when I conſfider,that 
trhath Eſpouſed the Cauſe of G. F, a great difliker of Scholaſticx Terms : 
Wis then rational to ſuppoſe, he means G. F*s Method of Writing to be Ar- 
nmentative 3 which Method, if he plcafe to alloy 
ne, I then doubt nor; but toquit my felf as a Man of 
Argument, in that ſenſe. To be lhort, Iam at © 
ſand to know what is the meaning, becnufe I ſind, tant if 1 write Gramma--- 
tical ſenſe, he will then ſuppoſe my mcaning to be otaerwite - but 1f 1n his 
knſe, I miCexpreoſs my ſelf, then my meaning ſhall not be taken to excuſe 
tie defect. To me, it ſeems as difficult to penctrate 1nt9 the Pen-inans 
neaning in this matter, as to vnfold a knotty Riddle : wy; 101 £1Ves ME 
auſe to note, that ( p27. 265.) he hath talked of Hors Pow, and Lecer- 
&nain ; | confeſs, 1 haye no $Eiill therein, but 3t Thad, 1 cannot tel: 
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vhether it would inform me how to unfold the Riddle, or ng. 

Par.g. The Pen-man quotes a part of my words, and renders it th 
Sixt Dij-rfection, Vit. WR in the Firſt Part, 17. 8, thus frames the 
Objection; Bret ſuppoſe ſoc Perfons, in ther reſpective Cl 3:tr1es, ſhould ws 
acrtakets racer Foget Jer Quarterly, and at ſuch Acct 1n9s, Chooſe tw Perſe;

Elſon, 4s hs prizcipal Inſt ance for his proceeding to Print and Publiſh his Book. 
Which compared with the tenth D:/-afection, pages 19. 20. 21. ſhews that; 
the Pen-mans pretended ground for to aſſerting, proceeds from what 1 
writ by way of Post-ſcripe to the Preface, in the 25. 26. and 27. paz. which 
clearly manifeiteth his Aiſertion to be falfe. I only allſerted Promulgation 
ofthe {aid Epiſtle, to ſhzw that they were the ficlt Publiſhers by Print ; but 
not the firſt Printers z and not one word written by me, imports the con- 
traty : and the reaſons for my proceeding to Print, wereat large ſet down 
inthe Preface, before ever I took occaſion to add a Po5t-ſcripe : and though 
in the 21/þ. pag. the Pen-man thus faith ; Thus far William Rogers, zo 
evince the Rightconſneſs of h1s proceeding ro Print, and publiſh his great Book, 
of Diviſion, Yet therein he repreſents not the ſtate of the Caſe aright : for 
my own words are theſe, /iz. My preſent proceeding to Print ;, (the word 
preſent, they leave out ) which could not relate to any thing more than the 
Poft-ſcript ; becauſe the very Pot-ſcripr ( pag.

Printed. This may juſtly be taken as full anſwer thereto, though the Pen- 
man was pleaſed to be ſo impertinent, as to write from pag.

The Reader may now query, Whether any Preacher amongſt the Peo- 
ple called Quakers, have ſo aſſerted in relation to themſelves ? 

L anſwer, that inthe 48.49. pages of theThird Part of the Chriftian- Qua- 
ker, *tis ſo written, as naturally deduced from R. B's Diſcourſe in his Book 
of Government. See pages 41 to 49. in the ſaid Third Part of the Chriſt: 
Quaker ; and therefore it occaſioned me, in the 49th. page of the ſaid Third 
Part, thus toadd ; 

Should our antient Brethren, Labourers in the Goſpel, have thus ſaid, 1 do not 
ſee that therein they would render themſelucs of another Mind than R. B. is of, 
if his Lines may be look't upon as the produtt of his Mind. But ſhould they 
have ſo done, doubtleſs, as I have ſaid before, many would have fallen, and 
Jealouſies have entred the Breaſts of thouſands ; that though theſe our tra- 
relling Brethren exalted the Spirit of God in Man, as the only ſufficient 
Rule for Man, and declared, Thar the Scriptures were not a ſufficient Rule 
ro Man; yet, inſtead of leaving us to the Rule which they have declared 
to be ſufficient, they ſtrain that which they have declared not ſufficient, to 
_ it (as much as in them lyes) a Rule for them to Rule over their Bre- 
tnren, 

If any query, Doſt thou think, that thoſe who gave forth the Treatiſe, Enti- 
txled, The Accuſer, ©c: are /o minded, as thou ſeems to repreſent by thy 
aforeſaid Citations out of thy Book ? 

Anſwer. Yes verily, as a reaſon for ſuch my ſe::ſc, I will not aſſert their 
taking no notice thereof in the number of their D:/-.:;Fef:0ns, nor yet clſes 
where in their Book, though ſome a little wonder »1 it ; but. rather ſhall re- 
fer the Reader to the aforeſaid pages, from 41. to 49. of the Third Part of 
the Chriſtian-Quaker, to manifeſt the ſame ; ſtill ;ecping in remembrance, 
that the Second-days Meeting approved the ſaid Book of Governmey, as 
te 128. pag. of the Third Part of the Chriſtian- ©:1aker, is proved. 

Pag . 110. The Pen-man thus faith, B 'y all this Oppoſition to the Doatrine, 
Thar the Tree of Knowledge is not good for Food, William Rogers /ccs 
to account it good for Food, Nothing ſaid by me, or cited as my words, by 
themſelves, ſhews either Oppoſition, or aſſent to ſuch Doctrine. 

'Tis true, I ſay, The Scriptures do not poſitively declare, whether tt 
was good for Food, or no, as in it ſelf: my meaning thereby, was fucit 5

thereof, your Eyes ſhall be opened, and ye ſhall be as Gods, knowing fake 
Evil. By the Serpent, 1s underſtood the Devil; *tis hard to know yi: 
what ſort of Spirit the Pen-man, moſt immediately concerned jn rhe Pre 

ſer, &c. is at Unity with : for *tis evident, he doth not give the Dexilli 
due, ncither doth he give God, or good Men their due: for in Pas, 11, he 
informs the Reader, as if God was their Record for their Confcicntins 
neſs in doing to all Men, as they would they ſhould do unto them: when x; "tha 
notnrious Untruth ; becauſe 'tis evident from this Scventh Part ( the Cor 
tents of their Tre@ſe in anſwer to mine being conſidered ) that they = 
guilty of many things whereof they unjuſtly complain againſt me : and ther: 
tore God, who 1s all Truth and Rightcouſnes, cannot bear ſuch a Recyr

jettion, in which mention is made of the word [| Tythes*] of which it maj 
in Truth be ſaid, That Ty:hes, as at this day paid, under pretenceof he. 
ing due, [ 7 VURE DIVINO] are Antichriſtian : yet, if any Perfon 
will frecly of himſelf give a tent! part of his Eſtate,or of the cncreaſe there- 
of, to any vie whatſocver, having no regard to any humane Inſtitution, or 
Claim, by vycrtue of any pretended Divine Law, it can no more he called 
Anmichriſtian, than 3 giving a 1179, Or gth, or any other leſſer, or greater 
part whatſoever ; and herein, I cannot be ſaid to contradiCt the Dodtrine 
of John Wilkinſon and John St ary, which the Pen-man accuſeth me of in 
relation to Ty:hes.

The Pen-man is fo difſpuſted with this Anſwer, as that he renders me, 
One fur from Condemmins any that will put theur Necks freely mnacyr all Ami 
chriſtian Yoak ; telling nie,*tis an Ind:l rence to Blindneſs, to the making wud 
of Chriſts Minty and Teſtimony ; had we taken this Conrſe tn Preaching 
What ſiccefs ſhould we bave had in our Ministry ?

ion *tis eaſily ſavoured what he would be at, viz. Exclude ſuch ſort of Cha- 
rity to any Miniſtring Proteſlor of Chriſtianity, beſides ſuch as he may ac- 
count of his own Brotherhood, wnereby their outward Man might receive 
Suſtenance 3 Elſe it they accounted it not Chriſtian-like to give ona Chari- 
table ſcore, Tyrhes, without Compultion, yet he might have ſhewn his aſſent

[20s conſidered, that the very Second-days Meeting hath approved the very ” 
fame Language on the ſame occaſion that I ufe it,and for which the Pen-man 
in his drolling imperious way of w:1ting,thus ſaith, as before is cited of me : 
This Man, who 1s thi di [compoſed in his Work, ſhould not have meddled fo much 
with Points of Divinity, which he appears ſo little skilful in : he dreams fo much 
if Liberty, that he is greatly bewildred in the management of it. Thus is he 
found fighting againſt me, in ſuch manner, as that cvcry Stroak pierces the 
Bowels of his own Cauſe. 

Will not the Impartial Reader hence be apt to ſuppoſe,that the Pen-mans 
Deſign is to engrols Diſcourſes of Divinity to liimielf, and his Brethren, 
that ſo the Laity may beleve nothing but what proceeds from their Mouths, 
and Pens. If they ſhall complain that this renders them guilty of groſs Po- 
zery; my Counſel is, Let them for future ceaſe giving occaſion, and imploy 
their Argumentative, clear Oratorical Parts, if they have them (as by their 
Lines, they could be reputed to have ; Sec pages 36.

Which ſhews, there was no real need to give himſelf and the Rea- 
(ſo much trouble to charge me with thac, whichin the beſt ſenſe,was not 
meaning. This isa manifeſt Token, what Shifts the Pen-man was put 
b,to make me an Offender. On this occaſion, he exhorts, That nothins 
hould be done throuzh Strife. Had that Counſel been taken by ſuch, whoſe 
CGuſe he now eſponſeth, there might have been no occaſion given for the 
preſent Controverſ7. For tis well known, that G. Fo his Party have been 
Þ contentions, as that nothing would content them, but the introducing 
tw Practices, under tne Notion of Goſpel Diſcipline im a Spirit of Strife 
nd Contention, concluding allto be dark that faw not with their Eyes, and 
ince my Adverſary hath appeared ſo confiient, that F have miſtaken the 
Doftrine of Circumciſion, I refer the Reader to the Third Part of the 
Chriftian-Quaker, pages 80. $1. 82.83. and the Fifth Part, pages 7+- 75- 
16. to know my own ſenſe thereon, in my own words. 

One thing further is obſervable, That what the Pen-man renders as my

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is given, Pag. 230. A Catalogue of ſyme of William Rogers his nk 


Fulſhoods, notorious Slanders, ſcandalous Abuſes, Perverſins and Railin by 
fingy, Flattering and Reviling, in the Fourth and Fifth Parts of his Book od 
Pref ace againſt George Fox, and others, in William Rogers his own wi; 
41d terms, with Notes upon, &C. 

From hence the Reader might expect a manifeſtation thereof, other tha 
from his and his Brethrens meer credit, but that appears not. Moreorer 
*tis worthy notice,that what he pretends to lay down, is ſaid to be laid don 
in my own words and terms, and yet are not ſo done, but therein hehah 
plaid the Forger, in repreſenting me to ſay, what I neither have faidny 
mean, in divers particulars of the ſaid Catalogue.

[now think it necdful further to Inform the Reader, That in the pre- 
ſence of John Barnard, they Declared to this effect, That they put the 
ſaid Queries to me, in the Name of the Second-Days Meeting, and that the 
ſaid Meetings ſenſe was, that they thought it not reaſonable to anſwer my 
Propoſition, unleſs I ſhould anſwer the aforeſaid Queſtions, meaning thereby 
ar Anſwer. Yea, they alſo ſignifyed in the preſence of the ſaid John Bar- 
murdtothis Effect , That if 1 did look on them, Apoſtates, as 1 had repreſent- 
ed them in my Book,, there was no reaſon for them to expet# that they could pro- 
poſe any thing to me, to reach the Witneſs in my Conſcience, and ſoit a be 
labour loſt, Before I departed, I acquainted them, thar if they would read 
It amongſt themſelves, I ſhould then depart, and leave it with them. But 
they refuſed to reccive it from me on ſuch my tender thereof. 


My Obſervations are theſe. 


Firſt, Their ExpeCtations were, That 1 ſhould have better thoughts of the 
Second=-days Meeting than formerly. Which was very ridiculous, ſince they 
knew that the ſaid Mecting conſiſts not of certain Perſons ele&ted for any 
ccrtaln End or Service ; neither did they invite me to behold their Faces, 

N (HAT, 
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that ſol might know who they were. A parcel of Uſ#rpers ſeeking Lord. 
ſhip over their Brethrens Conſciences and Prop?rties, might, for ought | 
knew,meet there to contrive ſuch 1rreligiom Cannons as were lately brow 
forth by a Meeting in Barbadses, tending to a Dominion over Temporal ng 
Spiritital Concerns, ſpoken of in the Second Chapter of this Treatiſe, eſpeci 
ally ſince G. I}. a Member of the Secoud-days Meeting, unto which 1 Wrir 
5 afore, ſmootl”d up the Barbadves Mecters with this Expreſſion ; I, 
kzuw that you aim at the beſt Things, Beſides, How could I think very wel 
of the aid Mecting, lince they writ againſt me, and never acquainted me 
who they were that did ſo. 

Secondly, Their Refuſal to ſuffer mine or their own reading of the fl 
Book amongſt them, though 1 declared ſuch an End as was Chriſtian-like, 
occations this rational Qrery; Whether ſuch Refuſal was not like a Company 
of lazy or guilty Prieits? The Office of a good Paſtor, 1s to ſeek afterthy 
wiich hz accounts loſt. Their Refuſal imports not their Goodneſs , foron 
this occaſion It might have well become them to have ſpent a little time, if 
they really thought me worthy Reproof - or if their Occaſions had notther 
permitted, yet they might have propoſed another Seaſon ; but that they 
di4not. I cannot ſuppoſe what Ep:rhite ſuch deſerves better thancither 
Lacy, Or Guilty. 

Thirdly, If 1 did look upon them as Apoſtates formerly, yet they might 
now be in a Capacity to reach niy Conſcience, becauſe my Principle is, 
J hat there is Acrcy with the Lo7d for them that truly repent,” And | Gidnor 
care to he 1o uncharitable before I came to them, as poſitively to conclude, 
Thar they were not come to 4 Stare of Repentance fur therr Miſcarriages, and 
3s particular, for ſuffering the Publication of the Bob , Fatitided, The Accu 
&r,&c. And iſ they had manifeſted their Repentance, it would have 1t- 
evced me to cancel what I have writ againſt 7he Acrufer, &c. though ticy

On the whole Matter, I take the Second-days Atlectings [reatmeit of me 
41 this occifion, to he an Evidence of their Aﬀection to fit on the Seat of 
Wrrtgntens Judrment from whence the God of Heaven may in his cue 
tide poll them down, and ſtaine their Pride and Glory,
